It will then plainly appear how much the partizans of the French 
nation, eſpecially in Holland, have exaggerated the revenues of that 
kingdom. There have not been wanting thoſe who have carried them 
ſo high as eighteen millions a year, whereas, the truth is, that even 
before their trade had ſuffered ſo ſeverely as it has done, and to take a 
year in which the revenue ſtood at the higheſt, in the year 1742, it 
does not appear to have exceeded, in the ordinary receipt, eleven mil- 
lions ſterling ; to which by ways and means, and by ſqueezing the 
ſubject, it was at length forced up to about a million and three hundred 
fifty thouſand pounds more, ſo that upon a groſs calculate the account- 
receipt ſtood at about twelve millions two hundred fifty thouſand pounds, 


The faireſt calculation then may allow the French revenues to ſtand 
at about the ſum of eleven millions, one year with another, for the diſ- 
burſement of which, the calls even in times of peace are nearly equal 
to the receipt ; but in times of war this is the opinion of an able, and 
it may be believed, a candid French writer, 


To put into action ſeventy ſhips of the line, fifty. frigates, two 
© hundred and fifty thoufand regulars, and eighty thoufand militians,

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te [eſs than which proportion of forces by land and fea will not ſuffice 
France to protect her allies, and preſerve her poſſeſſions, will require

Now this extraordinary proviſion 1s not ſuppoſed to be made entirely 
by laying on extraordinary taxes, or by increaſing the old ones: borrow- 
ing offers the greateſt part of the reſources; and it is {allowed that 


about half a million may be provided for by the retrenchment of the 
leaſt neceſſary expences.

Now upon the moſt fair and unflattering view of 22 it appears 
clearly that this extraordinary ſum of five millions ſix hundred and 
eighty-ſeven thouſand five hundred pounds, has neither ſerved the French 
*© to protect their allies or preſerve their poſſeſſions” ; at the ſame time 
that their miſcarriages muſt have ſo much leſſened a credit, never a 
very good one, eſpecially fince the regent's manner of paying the pub- 


lic creditors in. 1719, that the getting the needful ſums for carrying 
on the war muſt be next to an impoſſibility. 


At the ſame time, it is certainly for the intereſt of France not to 
let the public have a better opinion of her pecuniary power than it de- 
ſerves. * She would perhaps even wiſh her reſources to be thought leſs 
than they really are. The reaſon is obvious. Every court almoſt with 
which ſhe is allied, expects ſubſidies from her ; they have all of them 
in their turns received or bargained with us for ſubſidies, France has 
no 1caſon to think they would ſpare her, or not keep worrying her 
with extortionary demands, if ſhe did not give the demonſtration ſhe 
does of inability, much of which is undoubtedly real, but which ſhe 
cannot be ſorry to have thought more than it really is. 


But however that may be, the public may in the account herewith 
furniſhed, form a competent judgment, eſpecially of the ſtate of that 
nation's revenue. It will plamly fee that for this hundred years paſt, 
and we have at preſent, in a political view, no occaſion for remounting 
any higher, the various conſtituent articles of the receipts and iſſues are 
pretty near the ſame, however the ſums of each may occaſionally differ. 


As to the queſtion whether the adminiſtration of the finances by 
the method ſtill uſed of farming out the taxes, or levying them by 
cormmiſſioners, it is not material to diſcuſs here; it is very probable 
that under an arbitrary government the way of levying them by far- 


mers-general 
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mers - general is the moſt expedient, ſince the other has been tried twice 
or oftener in vain; but what is certain is, that the manner of impoſing 
taxes in that nation is not only extreamly iniquitous and oppreſſive, hut 
alſo, and what may eaſily be believed to be a neceſſary conſequence, 
extreamly impolitical, as being unfavorable to the two capital points 
of national economy, agriculture and induſtry. 


This they ſee, this they confeſs themſelves, but ſuch is the force of in- 


veterate abuſes, or rather the nature of deſpotic government, that where- 


ever the remedy of theſe abuſes ſhocks, in the leaſt, its maxims, the 


cure of thoſe abuſes, is never thoroughly undertaken, and indeed the 


error 1s irremediable in the firſt concoction. 


The reader will find not only the tables of receipts and iſſues for 
ſo high as in the year 1642, but for the years 1712, 1732, 1734, and 
1739, which will afford him at once ſufficient objects of compariſon, 
and clear notions of the nature of the revenue itſelf, as well as the or- 
dinary calls for diſburſement. But as the project of receipts and expences 
for the year 1742 is by the French themſelves allowed to be the ſtandard 
of their finances, having been furniſhed to cardinal de Fleury by the 


celebrated monſieur Orry, comptroller-general of the finances, that alſo 
is added, with the neceflary advertence, that though for ſome years af- 


ter the finances underwent no very confiderable changes, yet there is 


due allowance to be made for the great deficiencies in all the articles de- 
pending upon the maritime trade. and commerce, which have lately 


: ſuffered ſo deeply by opr fuperiority at ſea; but in the mean while it is 
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certain that their in-land trade into Germany, Spain, and Italy has 


rather been increaſed than ſuffered diminution, but this hardly bears 
any proportion with the loſs by the other branch. Their debt too is 
augmented, but nothing near to what has been given out, and that 
for a very obvious reaſon, a want of credit in their government, both 
at home and abroad. "* | ay

EXPLANATION, 


Of the revenues of the King of France, in the years 1712, 


1722, 1734, and 1739, as contained in the prececding 
ſchedule, 


ARTICLE, I. Demeſus. 


THE Kings demeſns conſiſt of ſeveral parts; to wit, 


The land eſtates belonging to the King, now reduced very low, 
being almoſt all of them mortgaged or alienated. 


Rents and quit rents, or what is due yearly to his majeſty from thoſe 
who hold land in ſocage, dependent on, and ſituate in the land and 
lordſhips belonging to the King. 


Fines of alienation: a right belonging to his majeſty from the ſale of 
lands held in ſocage, depending on his domains, that is to ſay, being 
ſituated in lands and lordſhips belonging to the king. | 


Eſcheatages: The King is heir to all foreigners not naturalized, who 
die in the kingdom, and to the eſtates of illegitimates, and of thoſe who 
have no furviving heirs, 


Quint and requint : a tax of a fifth, and the fifth part of a fifth, be- 
longing to the king, on the fale of all land ſituated in and depending 
on his domains, 


Taxes of relevancy : taxes belonging to the king yearly from thoſe 
who are poſſeſſed of feuds or manors. 


The redemption tax is a duty on every alienation. of feud, that is, 
when any perſon purchaſes a fief or manor, he is accountable for the firſt 
year's revenue to the king. 


New Purchaſes: taxes claimed by the king from perſons who hold 
in mortmain, that is to ſay, the churchmen and lay-communities, for 
the eſtates they hold in ſocage. 


Licence of mortmains : a tax due to the king from thoſe who hold 
in mortmain for all the feuds they poſſeſs, payable every ten years, and 


likewiſe at the acceſſion of a king to the throne,

Taxes of treſpaſs and confiſcations: when a perſon is condemned to 
die all his poſſeſſions are confiſcated and devolve to the king. 


Royalties: when any archbiſhoprick, biſhoprick, abbey, priory, or 
other benefice becomes vacant, the king enjoys the revenue of ſuch 
benefice during the vacancy of the ſame. | 


The Paulette is a tax belonging to the king on the ſale of offices of 


judicature, of the revenue, and others, for permiſſion for the acquirer to 
enjoy the emoluments | | 


The entries in Paris and other free cities of the kingdom for duties 
collected on all barley, oats, and other ſmall grain, are likewiſe a part 


of the royal domain, but they have been annexed to the general farms 
ever ſince the year 1736. 


ARTICLE II. Vaters and foreſts. 


The revenues belonging to the waters and foreſts are Executions and 
fines: certain ſums which a perſon is condemned to pay by the king's 
judges for contravention of his majeſty's orders, by committing a treſpaſs 
in the woods and foreſts belonging to the kingdom. 


The farm of the ſeveral eſtates ſituate near the ſtreams, rivers, lakes, 
ponds and ſprings, belonging to the king, the farm of fiſhing, hunt- 


ing, &c, 
And the ſale of felled timber belonging to the king. 


ARTICLES III, IV, V, VI, VII, VIII. The general Re- 
ceipts of the revenue. 


The general receipts of the revenue include the taxes on the pais 
d' election *, the taxes on the pais d' etat , the taxes on the annexed and 
conquered countries, the capitation tax on the pais d' election, and the 
capitation tax on the annexed and conquered countries: to wit, 


ARTICLE 


* The Pais d'EleQtion are thoſe provinces without parliaments, where the offices are 
filled up by the king. 


+ The Pais d'Etat are thoſe provinces which have parliaments, 
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ARTICLE III. The raille or tax on the puis d election. 


This is an arbitrary tax, impoſed on all the inhabitants of the twen- 
ty ag we of the pais d'eleftion, excepting the clergy, the no- 
bleſſe, the officers of the king's houſhold, the princes and princeſſes of 
the blood, the officers of the army and marine, and thoſe who are poſ- 
ſeſſed of poſts and offices. 


This tax is impoſed yearly by the king, and aſſeſſed upon each pro- 
vince according to its ability of payment; the intendant lays the aſſeſ- 
ment firſt on each election, then on each pariſh, and at length it is 
charged on each inhabitant, according to his means, by the deputies of 
the intendants, on each election, and the elders of each pariſh, in pre- 
ſence of the judge of the place, and the ſyndic. 


Note, That partiality and pique have too frequently a part in this ar- 
bitrary impoſt, which it would be well to redreſs. 


In this impoſt, in the pais d' election, the 2 d'etat, and the annexed 
and conquered countries, are comprehended the tax for quarters, and 
forage, the tax for cloathing and arming the militia, and for the bridges,

ARTICLE IV. Thetax on the pais deetat. 


In Languedoc, Burgundy, Brittany, and Provence, which are the 
the four provinces of the pais d'etat, the tax is laid in each pariſh on 
the lands held in ſocage; the gentry, the clergy, and the "15 Sg 
pay according to the value of the lands they are in actual poſſeſſion of; 
* merchants, artificers, and tradeſmen, are taxed according to their 

ations. 


The porters, day-laborers, and poor, are not included in this tax, 
as they are in the pais d' election. 


ARTICLE V. The tax vr ſubſidy of the annexed and conquered 


countries. 


In the three biſhopricks in the dutchies of Lorraine and Barr, which 
are annexed countries ; in Flanders, Haynault, Alſace, the Franche- 
Compte, and Rouſſillon, which are conquered countries, this tax or 
ſubſidy is impoſed in the ſame manner as in the pais d'etat. 


ARTICLE 
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ARTICLE VI. The Capitation tax on the pais deleftion, 


This is a tax laid on every individual without exception, not on- 
ly in the pais d'election, but throughout the whole kingdom in ge- 
neral. Every one pays this tax, from the Dauphin of France“ to the 
men and maid ſervants, and water carriers. It is laid according to the 
Quality of each perſon, whether in eſtates, trade, poſts, employ, arts, 
calling, or labor; the military are likewiſe ſubject to this tax, down 
to the loweſt ſoldier, who pay every year 22 ſols, but their commandi 
officer generally makes them a preſent of it, by not deducting it from 


their pay; the clergy and the officers of judicature are aſſeſſed in com- 
mon with every one elſe, 


ARTICLE VII. The Capitation tax on the pais d'etat. 


Is the ſame as in the pais d'eleQion. 


ARTICLE VIII. The Capitation on the annexed and conquer- 
ed countries, 


Is the ſame as in the pais d' election. 


Theſe laſt fix articles form altogether what is called the general receipts 
of the revenue, the aſſeſſments of which, ſince the year 1737, have 
been fixed at 72 millions, until the annexing of the dutchies of Lor- 


raine and Barr, the taxes and capitation of which amount to three mil- 
lions, fix hundred thouſand livres. 


In 1712 the general receipts of the revenue amounted to ſeventy- 
four millions, five hundred ſeventy-three thouſand, three hundred and 


forty-two livres, and continued to produce the ſaid ſum till the year 
1718. 


In 1718 the regent eaſed the people of eight millions on the taxes 
and capitations, and from that year till 1733 the general receipts have 
fluctuated between ſixty- eight and ſeventy millions. 


In 1733, 1734, and 1735, they produced ſixty- nine million, five 
hundred thouſand, 


In 


* Through policy only, for at the time of firſt laying on the capitation, the — 
nobility of the kingdom ſollicited Lewis XIV. in behalf of themſelves and the nobleſſe, 
to be exempted from this tax. The king, in order to rid himſelf of their importunity, 
ordered the Dauphin, his ſon, and the princes and princeſſes of the blood to be taxed, 
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In 1736 they produced ſixty- eight million, four hundred thouſand, 


In 1737, to 1740, incluſive, they were fixed at ſeventy-two millions, 
and the aſſeſſments of theſe taxes for the year 1741, amount to the 
ſame ſum of ſeventy-two millions. 


ARTICLE IX. Capitation on the merchants, artificers, and 
| tradeſmen of the city of Paris, 

This is ſufficiently underſtood, and conſequently ſtands in no need of 

an explanation, 


ARTICLE X. Capitations on penſions. 
This is laid on all the penſions granted in general by his majeſty. 


ARTICLE XI. Capitation on the offices of the king and queen's 
houſhold. 


This is a tax on the officers of the houſhold, including the menial do- 
meſtics of the king and queen, and thoſe of the children of France. 


Note, the capitation on the officers and ſervants of the king's ſtables 
and ſtuds, his buildings and wardrobes; and of the venery, louvetterie, 
falconery, and menagerie; the miniſters and ſecretaries of ſtate, and 
counſellers of ſtate are included in this article. 


ARTICLE XII. Capitation on the king's houſhold-troops and 
their officers. * 


This is a tax on the king's body-guards, the light horſe, and Gend- 
armes, the Mouſquetaires, the horſe grenadiers, the gendarmerie, the 
hundred Swiſs, and the French and Swiſs guards, and thoſe of the 
marſhalſea of the houſhold. 


ARTICLE XIII. Capitation on the princes and princeſſes, tbe 
&* Dukes, Peers, and general officers of the army and navy, &c. 


Theſe taxes are laid on thoſe princes and princeſſes who have no pen- 
ſions from the court, on the dukes and peers, on the marſhals of France, 
the general officers in the land and ſea Service, the governors of pro- 
vinces, and chief officers of fortified places. 


ARTICLE XIV. Capitation of the extraordinary of the mi- 
8 litary, marine, and galleys. 


This is a tax laid on the officers and ſoldiers of horſe dragoons, and 
| huſſars 
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huſſars of all the regiments kept in yearly pay by the king, and on the 
officers of militia, and the officers and ſoldiers oi the marine and galleys. 


ARTICLE Xv. * Capitation on the clergy of France. 


The reader will meet with an explanation of this in the XIXth Arti- 
cle, concerning the general tenths of the clergy of France. 


ARTICLE XVI. Capitation on the officers of the courts of 
parliaments of the kingdom, and the other ſovereign courts, the officers 
of the chamber, and thoſe of the court of judicature. 


Theſe need no explanation, being ſufficiently underſtood. 


Note, the capitation on the officers of juſtice, and that on lords of 
the manor, and ſubalterns, are included in that belonging to the general 
receipts of the revenue, |

The capitation on the nobleſſe not immediately about the perſon of 
the king, or princes of the blood, nor in actual ſervice, is included in 
the capitation on the city of Paris, for thoſe who reſide there, and in 
part of the general receipts of the revenue, for thoſe who live in the 
country. : 


ARTICLE XVII. Capitation on the places, offices, employs, 
the revenue of trade, and others. 

This includes the capitation on the ſuper-intendants, appointed for 
the ſeveral provinces, together with their deputies and ſecretaries, the” 
ſuper-intendants of the treaſury and exchequer, the receivers general of 
the provinces, the receivers of the taxes and their clerks, and all others 
actually employed in collecting the revenues. 


The capitation on the commiſſioners of bridges and cauſeways, of 
fortifications, banks and moats. | 


The capitation on the farmers general, of all the ſeveral farms be- 
longing to the king, and that on the ſub-farmers and their clerks. 


The capitation on the ſuper-intendants of trade, and their clerks, and 
others Employed in the king's affairs, | 


ARTHI-C:LE XVIII. Other capitations. 
To wit: the Paris-watch, the marſhalſea of the kingdom, and officers 
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of the peace, throughout the kingdom, and that on the officers and peo- 
ple employed in the police of the city of Paris, 


ARTICLE XIX. General tenths of the clergy of France. 


The tenth and capitations of the clergy of France are two taxes im- 
poſed on them every year by the king, and are laid on all church- 
revenues, andon thoſe of cardinals, archbiſhops, biſhops, abbots, and pri- 
ors, as'well as on abbies, monaſteries, commanderies, chapels, &c. 


Note the convents of Mendicant Friars are exempt from this tax. 


ARTICLE XX. The free gifts of the clergy. 


This is a preſent made to the king by the church of France, in their 
great aſſemblies, called the aſſemblies of the clergy. 


Theſe aſſemblies arc held every ten years, commonly at the Grand 
Auguſtines in Paris, in the laſt of which held“ there they granted 
the king a free Gift of eighteen millions for - ten years, making 
one million eight hundred thouſand q Annum, which added to the free 
gifts of the churches of Straſbourg, Metz, Vurden, Toul, and others, 
that do not ſend deputies to the general aſſemblies of the clergy of 
France, and which in 1740, amounted to four hundred thouſand livres, 
make in the whole two millions two hundred thouſand livres for the 
{aid year 1740 ; this is aſſeſſed in the ſame manner as the tenths. 


ARTICLE XXI. The free gift of the Pais d'Etat. 


This is a preſent made to the king by the provinces of the pais d'etat, 
for the e of their privileges, which is regulated every two 
years by the aflemblies or ſeſſions of the ſtates. It is laid on all the 
inhabitants in general, nobility, clergy, gentlemen of the long robe, 
officers and others poſſeſſed of eſtates and ſettled in theſe provinces, 


ARTICLE XXII. The incorporated general farms. 


The king farms out ſeveral of his taxes and dues to private perſons, 
to wit. 


The Aids, which are duties collected upon wines, brandies, and other 
liquors, expoſed to ſale by retail. | 1 
— - 


In the months of June, July, and Auguſt 1740. 
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The gabells, or the ſale of ſalt made by the king's farmers, or bought 
W 


by them at a low price on the ſea coaſts, an ich they afterwards 
ſell at eleven ſols the pound pgs ne the kingdom, except in the con- 
quered countries, where ſalt is a free trade. 


The douanne, or cuſtoms on all kinds of merchandiſe brought into 
the kingdom or carried out of it, which are alſo liable to duties on 
their import and export from the ſeveral provinces of the kingdom, and 
when they do not pay . cuſtom at the time of their entry or their clear- 
ing out, they muſt diſcharge them at the port where they are bound. 


Stamped paper and parchment, which the farmers JORey ſell for 


eight ninths more than their real value, on account of the ſtamp which 
they put on them in the king's name. 


The entries, commonly ſo called, are duties ſettled at Paris and in all 
the great cities of the kingdom, called free cities, from not paying the 
tax, and being exempted from furniſhing a militia ; theſe duties were 


eſtabliſhed in the room of the taille, which was ſuppreſſed as ſoon as 
theſe took place. 


Theſe duties are collected at the city gates, for all cattle, wild fowl, 
game, freſh and ſalted fiſh, barley, oats, and ſtnall grain, pulſe, peas, 
beans, lentills, &c. butter, cheeſe, eggs, fruits, ſtrong liquors, French 
and foreign wines, beer, cyder, fire wood, and wood for manufactures, 
and in general on all merchandiſe and goods not ſubject to the payment 


of cuſtom. 


Note, all kinds of wheat and rye are exempted from theſe duties, 
agreeable to the conſtitution of the kingdom. | 


Confiſtations and fines belonging to the farmers general. 


Thoſe who defraud the king of his duties on wines and other drinks 
by ſmuggling them, are, upon detection, liable to have the goods of 
their fraudulent traffic ſeized, and themſelves to be mul&ed : then there 
are the ſeizures and confiſcations on foreign merchandiſe not allowed to 
be ſold in the kingdom; as cloths and other foreign ſtuffs, Indian 
ſtuffs, cottons, muſlins, and lawns not manufactured in the kingdom, 
tobacco, ſalt, &c. beſides the ſeizure of goods allowed to be fold, but 
which are attempted to be brought into the kingdom or the principal 
towns of the kingdom, without paying the dues, and which are conſe- 
quently confiſcated, and the delinquents mulced in a fine: all theſe 


fines 
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fines and confiſcations are for the benefit of the farmers peneral, 


who diſpoſe of the goods ſo confiſcated in a foreign country for their 
own profit. | 


Note, If any one is fined in a ſum which he is not able to pay, the 


king pays it for him, but then ſuch perſon is condemned to the galleys 
for three years. 


ARTICLE XXIII. The tobacco farm. 


The farmers general of the incorporated general farms are leſſees of 
this farm, but as it has been lately let by ſeparate leaſe, it will be proper 


to diſtinguith it from the ſaid general farms by a feparate article : the 
nature of this farm is as follows. 


The farmers general buy up tobacco in foreign countries at a very 
ſmall price, manufacture it themſelves, and afterwards fell it all over the 
kingdom at fifty-four ſols the pound, excepting only in the conquered 
countries, where tobacco is a free trade, 2 in ſome other provinces, 
where they ſell it for no more than twenty-four, thirty, or thirty-ſix ſols 
the pound,according to their diſtance from the frontiers, 


ARTICLE XXIV. Farm on tobacco, coffee, &c. the produce 
. of the colonies. 


From 1712 to 1726, incluſive, the farm on tobacco and coffee, and 
the produce of the colonies, belonged to the Eaſt-India company for 
payment of the ſtock and dividend of the ſaid company, and amounted 
to ten. millions, but the king having drawn out a great quantity of ſtock 
on whichthe dividends amounted to two millions q annum, the farm on 
coffee was ſuppreſſed, the king took the colonies out of the hands of the 
ſaid company, and farmed out the tobacco at eight millions, which are 
deſtined to the annual payment of thoſe dividends, amounting at preſent 
to the ſum of eight millions. In 1737, 1738, 1739, and 1740, the 
ſaid farm on tobacco continuing to increaſe every year in value, it was 
in 1740 ateleven millions, of which eight millions are deſtined, as has 
been already faid, for the payments of the ſaid dividend and ſtock of the 


Eaſt-India company, and the other three millions were carried to the 
royal treaſury. 


Note, we muſt obſerve with reſpect to the incorporated general farms, 


that their great increaſe from 1734, to 1740, proceeded from the fol- 
lowing cauſes ; |

Js And from the increaſe of the ſaid farms, on account of the greater 
conſumption of the ſeveral articles. 


It ſhould be remarked, that from the year 1712, to the preſent time, 
the general farms have increaſed by almoſt one half, the tobacco farm 
included ; they are by the laſt leaſe raiſed to ene hundred millions, two 
hundred, and ſome thouſands of livres: it is even ſaid that they will 
riſe to one hundred and eight milions, viz. one hundred millions to the 
king, and eight millions for the dividends on the India company's ſtock.. 


ARTICLE XXV. The poſt-farm. 


The revenues of this farm are raiſed by the poſtage of letters and pac- 
quets put into the poſt, by a duty of one ſol in the pound for all remit- 
tances in caſh made from one province to another, one town to another, 
Se. and by a tax on poſt horſes. | 


ARTICLE XXVI. The farm of the king's wheel and horſs- 
carriages, and of the tolls, 


The farms on coaches, chariots, ſtage-coaches, and all carriages by . 
land and water, from Paris to all the principal cities in the kingdom, 
and from thoſe cities to Paris, eſtabliſhed for publick convenience, 
and for conveying people from one town to another, together with 
their goods, cloaths, merchandiſe, and gold and filver in ſpecie, at the 
rate of from eight to ten ſols q league, for each perſon, and one ſol 


q pound weight for twenty leagues, for all goods or parcels carried 


by the ſaid carriages, and twelve deniers q livre on all ſums remitted 
in ſpecie.

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The ſame for conveyances where carriages are not made uſe of. 


The king's tolls are a duty of ten, fifteen, and twenty, ſols, more or 
leſs, for every hundred weight of goods croſſing over certain rivers and 
canals. * | 


ARTICL E XXVII. Produce of the colonies, all charges deducted. 


This is a tax and impoſt laid on all the inhabitants of the colonies 
or French iſlands of the Weſt- Indies, the duties on goods carried from 
thence by foreigners, and on foreign goods brought thither. 


ARTICLE XXVIII. Coinage of Money. 


This is a benefit ariſing to the king, from the gold and filver mint, 
and on ſmall coin. 


ARTIC LE XXIX. The controle, or flamp on. gold and 
ſihoer. 


Goldſmiths and others working in gold and ſilver, are obliged, before 
they expoſe their work to ſale after it is finiſhed, to have a mark put 
upon it, by proper perſons appointed for that purpoſe, and in default 
thereof, to pay a heavy fine, and have ſuch piece of work ſeized and 
confiſcated, — This mark is called the controle, 


ARTICLE XXX. Duties on the manufattures of the kingdom 


Every piece of ſilken or woollen ſtuff, wrought in any of the manu- 
factories in the kingdom, as alſo every pair of ſtockings of filk, worſted, 
thread, and cotton, are, before they are carried out of ſuch manufactory, 
to pay a certain tax, or duty, after which a piece of lead is faſtened to them, 
mark'd with a flower de luce: all ſuch kind of commodities, as likewiſe 
hats and linnen cloths that are expoſed to ſale before they have paid the 
duty, are confiſcated, and thoſe to whom they belong mulcted in a 
heavy fine. 


Note, This tax has been incorporated with the general farms from 
the year 1736. 


ARTICLE XXXI. Controle, or lamp on notaries deeds. 


This is a tax laid on all deeds and other buſineſs tranſacted by the 
notaries, but it takes place only in the generalities of the pais d'eleftion. 


Note, incorporated with the general farms from the year 1736.

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ARTICLE XXXII. Farms of tallows, oils, and ſoaps. 


Tallows, oils, and ſoaps were farmed together, till the year 1736, 
when they were incorporated with the general farms. 


The duties upon this farm are collected upon every barrel of oil ſold 
in the kingdom; on every hundred weight of candles iſſued from the 
manufactories, and on every hundred weight of ſoap expoſed to ſale. 


ARTICLE XXXIII. Stamp on iron and other metals. 


Theſe revenues are levied by officers appointed for that purpoſe, who 
have the inſpection of all the forges in the kingdom, and who put a 
mark on all iron, pewter, lead, and other metals, which in conſe- 


quence thereof pay a duty on every hundred weight, before it comes 
out of the forge. 


The manufactories for looking-glaſs, earthen ware, and porcelains, 
and all glaſs houſes are included in this article. 


Note, incorporated with the general farms in 1736. 


ARTICLE XXXIV. Stamp on leather, 


All leathers in general ſent from the tanners, to be expoſed to ſale, 
are to pay a duty on every hundred weight. 


Note, incorporated with the general farms in 1736. 


ARTICLE XXXV. Duties on wild fowl and game, and on 
freſh and ſalted fiſh. 

Over and above the entries paid by theſe commodities, they are li- 

able to another duty on being brought into market, betore they can be 


ſold. Theſe duties are laid only in theſe large cities and towns exempt 
from the taille. 


Note, incorporated with the general farms in 1736. 


A RTICLE XXXVI. The tenth penny on the income of all e- 
fates in the kingdom. 


This is a tenth of the income of all eſtates in the kingdom, with - 
out exception ; but his majeſty ſometimes remits a part, or the whole, in 
| tavor 
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favor of thoſe who have ſuffered by inundations, fire, ſtorms, &c.— 
Suppreſſed in 1737. 


ARTICLE XXXVII. The tenth penny on wages and penſions. 
The tenth penny is levied likewiſe on all wages and penſions, and 


commonly ſubſiſts in time of war, it is ſometimes raiſed on the annuities 
of the Hotel de Ville, or town-houſe, and on all kinds of poſts and em- 


ployments. 


But this did not take place in the years 1734, 1735, and 1736, 


State and produce of the tenth penny by generalities, in the year 1734.

ARTICLE XXXVIII. Extraordinary tax on the clergy. 


In 1709, 1710, 1711, 172, and 1713, the cardinals, archbiſhops, 
biſhops, abbots, priors, and curates, as alſo abbies, monaſteries, and 
other benefices poſſeſſing eſtates or annuities in the church, were tax- 
ed q; head according to their quality. 


ARTICLE XXXIX. Extrordinary tax on merchants. 


From the year 1709, to the year 1734, incluſive, the merchants of 
the kingdom were taxed annually in the following manner, 


At Paris the bankers, exchange brokers, and the merchants of the 


ſix chief bodies, each individual thirty livres q annum. the other 
merchants each twelve livres. 


In the other great cities of the kingdom, the principal merchants paid 
twenty livres each, and the reſt eight livres, 


In 
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m the taxable towns, where there are trading companies eſtabliſhed, 


the principal merchants pay twelve livres each, and the leſſer ones each 
four livres. 


Foreign merchants, and merchants for furniſhing the troops and ar- 
mies were exempted from this tax, as well as the merchants of the tax- 
able towns not ſubject to corporations, and thoſe of ſmall towns and 
villages. 


_ ARTICLE XL. Extraordinary tax on poſts and offices. 


In 1709, 1710, 1711, 1712, 1713, and 1714, every one who held 

a poſt or office in the revenue on ſea-ports and river-ports, and all others 
in general, were taxed annually in proportion to the income of ſuch 
poſts or office. A poſt of a thouſand Kvres paid ſixty livres per annum, 
and two ſols on the ſaid ſixty livres for charges of collection. 


ARTICLE XLI. Tax on houſes with great gates in Parts, 
| and other large towns. * 


From the year 1709, to the year 1713 incluſive, each houſe having 

a great gate opening upon the ſtreets of Paris, and other cities of the 
kingdom exempt from taxes, paid as follows,

ARTICLE XLII. Te Pié Fourché, or tax on hoofed cattle. 


The Pie Fourche was a duty or tax which ſubſiſted only in the years 
1709, 710, 1711, 1712, and 1713, and was laid on every four-foot- 
ed beaſt ; the owners paying according to an account delivered in by 
themſelves, which if found falſe they incurred a fine and ſeizure.

Since the year 1714 this tax is paid together with the entries in great 
cities, and has been ſupprefſed in the provinces, becauſe it was found 
that the ſalaries of the officers employed in the collecting of it, ſwal- 
lowed up above three tourths of its produce. 


ARTICLE XII. Extraordinary tax on the Pais d Etat. 


In 722, the Regent having occaſion for the ſum of two millions of 
livres over and above the eſtabliſhed impoſts, ordered a tax of five hun- 
dred thouſand livres to be levied in the ſeveral provinces of Burgundy, 
I anguedoc, Brittany and ar but this was raiſed only on che 

maſters 
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maſters of families exercifing ſome kind of trafic, and on artificers and 
mechanics. This tax was in force for that year only. : 


ARTICLE XLIV. Sums borrowed by the king's Secretaries. 


In 1712, the king being preſſed for a ſum of twenty millions, and 
finding it impoſſible to raiſe it on account of the deficiency in the pay- 
ments of the annuities, in which he was three years behind hand, his 
majeſty ordered his ſecretaries and agents to borrow this ſum on their 
own accounts, to be repaid in three years, with a premium of thirty per 
Cent in lieu of intereſt, in which they ſucceeded in a ſhort time to his 
majeſty's ſatisfaction, who diſcharged the debt two months before his 
death, which happened on the 1ſt of September, 1715. 


It is to be obſerved here, that from the year 1680 to 1712, Lewis XIV. 
had borrowed ſuch large ſums of his people to carry on the great wars 
which France was then obliged to ſupport, that they amounted to eigh- 
teen hundred millions of livres, for which there were bonds given bear- 
ing a yearly intereſt of five q cent. 


The ſums borrowed were as follows, 


Borrowed on the Aids, the Gabells, the taxes and the revenues of 
the city of Paris, from the year 1680, to 1712, to the amonnt of 
1,100,000,000, which ſum at five q cent q annum, made a yearly 
debt of fifty-five millions, reduced in 1721 to twenty-eight millions five 
hundred and twenty-five thouſand livres. By the reduction of theſe an- 
nuities to two and a half q cent.“ and by ſeveral payments made to the 
king in contracts, as alſo by ſeveral contracts = off on the profits of 
the royal lottery, ſet up for the extinguiſhment of the perpetual annui- 
ties, and the ſubſtituting annuities for lite in their room. . 


Borrowed 


In 1714, the annuities were reduced to four per cent. 
In 1719, they were paid off in bank notes. 


In 1721, they were revived again in favor of the owners, and of all thoſe to whom 
the king was indebted, and the intereſt fixed at two and a half per cent. 


And theſe annuities on the ſum of 1,100,000,000 reduced to two and a half per cent. 
in 1721, amounted only to 27,500,000 livres for the year 1722, and yet they are now en- 
creaſed to 32,700,000, occaſioned by ſeveral debts brought upon the government by Mr. 
Law's ſcheme and other affairs not known to the public, on which the — created con- 
tracts for perpetual annuities at two and a half per cent. 


The leſſening of theſe annuities from 1722 to the preſent time, has been occaſioned by 


payments made to the king in contracts, and by contracts paid by the king from the profits 
of the royal lottery, as has been remarked above. *

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Borrowed from the Pais d'Etat, from the year 1680, to 1712, to the 
amount of two hundred millions, which ſum at five q cent. produced 
ten millions annuities, 'but now reduced to five millions, theſe annuities 


having underwent the ſame fate with thoſe of the Hotel de Ville of Paris. 


Theſe were paid by the treaſurers of the provinces of Burgundy, Lan- 
guedoc, Brittany and Provence. | 


Borrowed from the clergy of France, from the year 1680 to 1712, 
to the amount of five hundred millions, which ſum, at five ꝙ Cent. 
produced a cer intereſt of twenty-five millions, and at preſent only 


twelve millions five hundred thouſand, theſe annuities having fared as 
the former. ; | | 


They are paid by the receiver. general of the clergy of France. Tt 
muſt be obſerved with regard to the annuities on the pais d'etat, and on 
the clergy, that they are paid in the manner following : 


Thoſe on the pais d'etat by thoſe provinces, over and above the tax- 
es they pay to the king. 


And thoſe of the clergy by the church of France, over and above the 
capitations, tenths, and free gifts given by them to the king ; wherefore 
theſe two claſſes of annuities do not make a part of the crown expences, 
by reaſon of the diſpoſitions obſerved between his majeſty, the provinces 
of the pais d'etat, and the church of France ; but it may be eafily known 
by chen diſpofitions that the annuities actually cauſe a yearly diminuti- 
on of fourteen million, five hundred thouſand livres in the king's reve- 
nue, which is made good _ by levies on the people of the pais d'etat, 


and the clergy of the kingdom, for the payment of the ſaid annuities. 


Over and above theſe conſiderable borrowings, amounting to eight- 
een hundred millions, it is proper to be obſerved that this ſum, though 
ſo very large, not having been found ſufficient from the year 1680 to 
the year 1712, to ſupport his majeſty's affairs, and to defray the an- 
nual pay of the immenſe number of land and ſea forces which it was 
nd to keep on foot, the king was obliged to mortgage or alienate 
the greateſt part of his demeſns, from which his majeſty raiſed a farther 
ſum of three hundred and twenty millions of livres. . 


Explanation of the alienations of the demeſns. 


Alienations of demeſns is when the king ſells or mortgages the lands 


. appertaining to the crown, with a power to himſelf or his ſucceſſors of 
C 2 recalling 
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recalling them again when they ſhall think proper, on paying the ſum 
borrowed on them; but the perſon in actual poſſeſſion of them may, 
for the time being, bear the name and arms of the eſtate he ſo poſſeſ- 
es by right of mortgage ; for as the king cannot, according to the con- 
ſtitution of the kingdom, alienate his demeſns outright, but only mort- 
gage them for their value, the lands ſo mortgaged are called royal de- 
meſns, notwithſtanding that courts are held and juſtice adminiſtred in 
the name of the perſon who is the mortgagee. 


ART 1 CLE LXV. Sums borrowed on the Ti ontines. 


In 1733, the king borrowed twenty millions of his ſubjects, towards 


ſupplying the extraordinary expences for carrying on the war againſt 
the emperor in Italy and Germany, | 


In 1734 his majeſty was again obliged to borrow a further ſapply of 
ſixteen millions for the ſame purpoſe. 


Theſe two ſums amounting to thirty-ſix millions, the king created 
Tontines as a ſecurity for the monies advanced, at ten 4g Cent. on life 
annuities, | 


Beſides theſe revenues, ordinary and extraordinary, his majeſty has 
others, ſome yearly, others not, which are not inſerted in the ſchedule 
of the king's revenues ſuch as the following. 


Explanation of the revenues of the king's ſavings. 


The ſums ariſing from this revenue are carryed to the king's trea- 
ſury, and are produced from the works of fortifications, bridges, cauſe- 
ways, moles, and banks, the king's buildings already ſtanding, and 
thoſe ordered to be erected, and which have not yet been wholly fi- 
niſhed ; the funds for carrying on which are ſettled at the beginning of 
every year. 


Savings of the king and queen's houfhold, 


By the penſions of the princes and princeſſes of the blood, who die 
before the end of the year, and which are paid only to the day of their 
deceaſe. - 


By all other penſions in general, and on the ſums due to the proprie- 
tors of life annuities, who die before the expiration of the year.

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| By the ſalaries of thoſe employed on his majeſty's account who die 
within the year. 


By all other expences whatever, of which the neceſſary funds have 
been ſettled at the beginning of each year, and are left unpaid ih the

By the overplus of the ſupplies for the extraordinary of war, artillery, 
the marine, the gallies, c from thoſe regiments which are not com- 
1 but for which their funds have been ſettled at the beginning of 

e year. | | 


By poſts becoming vacant in the military, marine, artillery, and gallies, 
either by the reſignation or death of officers, 


The ſame by the king's houſhold troops, and vacancies in the offices 
of judicature in the royal courts, whoſe falaries are paid by the king, 
and executed by commiſſion. 


By the general officers of the army and others, who die before the 
expiration of the year, but for whoſe ſalaries the funds were ſettled at 
the beginning of each year, 


Beſides what ariſes from the ſale of old furniture, and the horſes be- 
longing to the king, and horſes and furniture belonging to the millitary, 
marine, artillery, and others, and the ſurplus of proviſion and forage. 


All theſe ſeveral articles together form a yearly revenue, which is 
ſometimes very conſiderable, and is called by the chambre des complets 
the revenues of the king's ſavings.

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Explanation of the happy acceſſion to the crown. 


When a new king takes poſſeſſion of the crown, after his coronation 


he claims a certain ſubſidy of all his ſubjects, in virtue of his acceſſion to 
the crewn 


This is a tax laid on all merchants, artificers, and tradeſmen through- 
out the kingdom. 


In 1725 the happy, acceſſion of Lewis XV. produced a neat ſum of 
ſix millions. 


'Explanation of the Queen's girdle. . 


When a king of France marries, his ſubjects owe a preſent to the 
queeen for her girdle: this preſent was formerly optional, but it is now 
become a tax or legal impoſt appertaining to the king : in 1727 it pro- 
duced two millions. | 


This is aſſeſſed in the ſame manner as the happy acceſſion, but is leſs 
by two thirds. 


Obſervations on the revenues of the pais d'etat, and the annexed and con- 
quered countries, 


It muſt be obſerved that over and above the revenues paid to the 
king by the pais d'etat, and the annexed and conquered countries, theſe 
provinces are obliged to make ſeveral other diſburſements, v7z. 


The provinces of Burgundy, Languedoc, Brittany, and Provence, 
which are pais d'etat, are obliged to furniſh annually the ſum of five 


millions, towards the maintaining bridges and cauſeways, and other 
public works and expences. 


The generality of Metz, an annexed country, is obliged to maintain 
the fortifications of ſeveral garriſon towns: the expence for bridges and 


cauſeways in this generality is included in that for bridges and cauſeways 
in France. | 


The generalities of Lille or Flanders, a conquered country, is obliged 
to maintain fortifications in ſeveral garriſon towns, and to pay towards 
bridges and cauſeways, and other public works and expences. 


The dutchies of Lorraine and Barr, annexed countries, are obliged 


to pay towards bridges and cauſeways, and other public works and ex- 
PENCCs, 


The 
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The generality of Valenciennes or Haynault, a conquered country, 
is obli to maintain fortifications in ſeveral qr towns : the ex- 


pence for bridges and cauſeways in this generality is included in that 
of France. 


The generality of Straſbourg, or Alſace, a conquered country, is 
obliged to maintain fortifications in ſeveral garriſon towns, to pay to- 
wards bridges and cauſeways, and other public works and expences. 


The generality of Beſangon or Franche Comte, a conquered country, 
is obliged only to maintain the fortifications of ſome ſtrong towns; 
the expence for bridges and cauſeways being included in that for the 
bridges and cauſeways of France. 


The generality of 1 an or Rouſſileon, a conquered country, is 
the ſmalleſt generality of the kingdom, and is obliged only to pay to- 
wards bridges and cauſeways, and high roads, 


Here again it muſt be obſerved, with regard to the provinces called 
annexed and conquered countries, that the duties on falt, tobacco, 
ſtamped paper, and ſeveral others making part of the general farms, 
do not take place in them, excepting in the generalities of Metz, Lor- 
raine, and Beſangon, where falt and tobacco are farmed out for the 
king's profit, but the duties of thoſe farms are half as little again as 
thoſe in the pais d'eleCtion, |

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EXPLANATION 


Of the Expences of the King of France, in the Years 
1712, 1722, 1734, and 1739, as contained in the 


preceeding Schedule. 


ARTICLE I. The Houſholds of the king and queen. 


HE expences of which are regulated annuall the grand maſter 
T of the king's houſhold *. * — 


They conſiſt of a table for the king and queen, one for the Dauphin 
and meſdames of France, thoſe for 4 officers and gentlemen who are 
entitled to their table at court, and thoſe of the officers and domeſtics 
belonging to the king and queen, and the children of France. 


The ſalaries of the grand maſter of the king's houſhold, the officers 
of the houſhold in general, and of the ladies in waiting about the per- 
ſons of their majeſties and the children of France; the wages of the 
domeſticks, &c. 


The falaries of the governors and officers of the royal palaces ; the 
expences for the plate and furniture of the royal palaces ; jewels and 


precious ſtones, table-linnen, the queen's wardrobe, and thoſe of the 


children of France; the ſalaries of the phyſicians, ſurgeons, and apo- 
thecaries to the king and queen ; the expence of the king's muſic ; for 
paying the maſters of the ſeveral exerciſes to the children of France ; 
the expence of fire wood and lights; the purchaſing of curioſities for the 
king and queen, and the children of France; the extraordinary pen- 
ſions, gratifications, and rewards given to the officers and ladies of their 
majeſties houſholds, and thoſe in waiting about the children of France ; 
and other expences incident to their majeſties houſholds. 


Beſides the wages and allowances to the treaſurer- general of the king's 
houſhold. 


ARTICLE II. Caſh in the king's hands, or privy-purſe. 


Theſe are ſums which the king takes for his private pleafure, and for 
play, and to throw among the people on rejoicing days, or to make 
| ns preſents 
* The duke of Bourbon, who died in January 1740 ; the count of Charolois exer- 


co function of this office for his nephew the prince of Con de, only ſon to the late 
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reſents with. In 1722 the regent allowed the king one million four 
Landed thouſand livres, for his privy purſe, and for baunties, and to 
throw 'among the people at his coronation, which monies were applied 
at the king's pleaſure, and ever ſince, the king's private expences have 


remained at his own diſcretion, without being fixed to any particular 
- ſum. 


ARTICLE III. The Queen's privy purſe. 
This is a ſum granted to her majeſty for her private pleaſures, and 
amounts to ten thouſand livres q month, | 
ARTICLE IV, The Dauplin's privy purſe. 
Five thouſand livres q month. | 


Sometimes by way of indulgence the daughters of F rance are allowed 
ſome little ſum ; but theſe are not included in the expences of the king's 
houſhold. Sai | 


ARTICLE V. The king's offerings and alms.. 


In this article of expences are included all ſalaries to the grand al- 
moner of France; the my and queen's almoners, and thoſe of the 
© 


children of France; and falaries of the prieſts officiating in the 
royal palaces. 


Alſo the expences at taking the ſacrament on Holy Thurſday by their 
majeſties at Verſailes. 


The offerings are monies which the king cauſes to be diſtributed to 


prieſts on high feſtival days, when his majeſty aſſiſts at maſs in the 
pariſh-church. 


The alms are monies which his majeſty orders to be diſtributed to the 
baſhful poor of Paris and Verſailles, on the eves of the four ſolemn 
feſtivals, and of the Aſſumption of our Lady. | 


ARTICLE VI. The king's flables and fluds. 


The falaries of the grand Ecuyer de France, or maſter of horſe to the 
king, and-the officers belonging to the ſtables; the wages and cloathing 


of 
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of the menial ſervants ; the keeping his majeſty's horſes, and the pur- 
chaſing of horſes for the king's uſe, and other like expences, 


Beſides the expences of the king's ſtuds. 


ARTICLE VII. The king's buildings. 


The ſums expended in building and repairing the royal palaces and 
other his majeſty's buildings ; the falaries of the ſuper-intendant of the 
rw þ buildings, thoſe of the architects, ſurveyors, &c. employed in 
theſe articles; the wages and fees of the treaſurer of the buildings ; the 
ſalaries of the gardeners and fountain-keepers ; the charges of keeping 
the royal gardens in repair, and for purchaſing new trees and flowers, 
and lead for the pipes to convey the water ; the keeping in repair the 
fountains, baſons, and water- works; the making and repairing marble 
and bronze ſtatues, and others the like expences. 


In 1739, and 1740, for the buildings ordered at Choiſy. 


ARTICLE VIII The Venery, louveterie, falconry, and 
menagerie. 


The ptincipal expence of the three firſt articles conſiſts in the ſums 
laid out when his majeſty hunts ; the ſalaries of the captains and officers 
of the chace, of the officers and ſervants belonging to the king's hounds, 
hawks or falcons, and the yearly charge of killing the wolves through- 


out the kingdom. 


The menagerie is a charge for keeping foreign birds and beaſts in a 
houſe in the park of Verſailles ; the ſalaries of the governors of that 
houfe, the wages of the ſervants and attendants, and the purchaſing and 
keeping theſe creatures. : 


ARTICLE IX. The king's wardrobe. 


The buying his majeſty's cloaths and other wearing apparel ; the ex- 
pence of the body-linnen, the purchaſing of gold and filver trimmings; 
the ſalaries of the grand maſter of the wardrobe, of the gentlemen of 
the bed chamber, te pages of the bed chamber, the king's valet-de 
chambre, and other attendants on his majeſty's perſon ; the purchaſing 
of jewels and precious ſtones for his majeſty's uſe, ſuch as ſnuff boxes, 
watches, buckles, fwords, fire- arms, and equipage for hunting; with 


ſeveral other expences.

ARTICLE X. For the marſhalſea of the palace. 


The ſalaries of the grand marſhal of the palace, with pay and cloath- 
ing for his officers and archers, 


The marſhalſea of the palace is a body of guards conſtantly in wait- 
ing near the king's perſon, to take care of his ſafety, jointly with the 
body-guard, and to arreſt, on the king's * order, the perſons of 


princes, great lords, and others, accuſed or ſuſpected of high treaſon, or 
diſobedience of his majeſty's commands. 


ARTICLE XI, & XII. Madame's bouſhold ®. The duke of 
Orleans's houſhold +. 


Over and above the appanages and penſions of this prince and prin- 
ceſs, his majeſty was pleafed to allow each of them a certain ſum year- 


ly, for ſupporting with greater ſplendor the dignity of a prince and 
princeſs of the blood bearing the title of royal highneſs. 


ARTICLE XIII. To the queen of England. 


His majeſty allowed the king and queen of England, related to 
France, the yearly ſum of fix hundred thouſand livres, and after the 


death of the ſaid king, his majeſty granted the queen his widow a pen- 
ſion of three hundred thouſand livres 4p annum. 


ARTICLES XIV. To the elector of Bavaria. 
XV. To the elector of Cologne. 
XVI. To prince Ragol ſti. 


His majeſty grants to the electors of Bavaria and Cologne, and prince 
Ragotſ{ki Varvod of Tranfilvania, retired into France, certain ſums an- 
ually for the ſupport of their dignity.

ARTICLE XXXV. The Paris-watch. 


The Paris watch conſiſts of two companies of archers, one of foot, 
and the other of horſe, both commanded by one captain, and of ſeveral 
lieutenants or exempts, and other inferior officers. This was eſtabliſhed 
for the ſecurity of the perſons and houſes of the inhabitants of this great 
city, and the goods, merchandiſes, and effects expoſed upon the quays 
or other public places of the city. 


The expences of this eſtabliſhment are the ſalary of the captain of 
theſe companies, and of the other officers ; of the foot and horſe archers, 
including the keeping and feeding of the horſes of theſe latter; the cloath » 
ing and arming « archers of theſe two companies. 


ARTICLE XXXVI. The marſhalſea of the kingdom. 


The maſhalſea of the kingdom conſiſts of ſeveral companies of horſe 
archers, eſtabliſhed in all the great cities of the kingdom, of which a party 
of four or five are detached into moſt of the little towns and villages 
round about, to protect travellers, and keep the road free from robbers :

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and cendemns all highwaymen and murderers taken upon the high road, 
in which he is aſſiſted by a lieutenant, and ſeveral marſhals of his court. 


The expences are, the ſalaries of the grand provoſt, and of the lieu- 
tenants and marſhals of the court, and the pay of the horſemen and 
archers of theſe companies ; for their own maintenance and that of their 
horſes, as alſo for the cloathing and arming the ſaid archers, 


ARTICLE XXXVI. Perpetual annuities. 


Theſe ariſe from the conſiderable ſums borrowed by Lewis XIV. and 
the government debts contracted from 1680, to 1719. 


See what has been ſaid in article XLIV. of the explanation of the re- 
ceipts concerning the ſums borrowed by the king's ſecretaries. 


ARTICLE XXX VIIL Life annuittes. 
The life annuities ariſe 


1. From adopted bank notes, or other grants in favour of thoſe 
owners who had not received any thing from the government in part of 
payment. The intereſt of theſe annuities is fixed at four cent. 


2. From ſums borrowed in 1730, and 1734, the intereſt of which 
is paid punctually at two and a half q cent, chargeable upon the eſta- 
bliſhment of the Tontines. 


3. From the royal lottery ſet up for the extinction of the perpetual

ARTICLE XII. To the playbouſes and operas. 


His majeſty allows a ſum for the ſupport of the opera-houſes of Paris 
and Lyons, in form of a falary to the managers of the opera and play- 
houſes, and other public entertainments, as well at Paris as in the other 
principal cities of the kingdom. 


ARTICLE XLII. Meſengers ordinary and extraordinary. 


The expence of the meſſengers of the king's cloſet, and others 
employed in carrying expreſſes from France to foreign courts ; the cou- 
riers diſpatched to his majeſty by his ambaſſadors, and other meſſengers 
for affairs within the kingdom ; there is a fixed number of couriers, but 
not ſufficient for anfwering all calls, therefore it has been found neceſſary 
to employ extraordinary ones.

There were ſome years in which Lewis XIV. remitted no leſs than 
twelve millions to Spain. 


ARTICLE LXIV. Remittances to Poland. 


In 1733, king Staniſlaus, his preſent majeſty's father-in-law, then re- 
tired to Chambord in France, being invited over to Poland by the Pala- 
tines, and principal nobility of that kingdom to be a ſecond time crown- 
ed king, was engaged in a very heavy war, to maintain himſelf in the 
poſſeſſion of the throne ; upon which the king his ſon-in-law made him 
ſeveral very conſiderable remittances from the year 1733 to the year 1736 
incluſive, to aſſiſt him in carrying on the war againſt his enemies.

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ARTICLE LXV. Remittances to Sweden. 


In 1739, Sweden being threatened with a war by Ruſſia, demanded 
ſupplies of France, which were granted. His majeſty ſending a fleet of 
twelve ſhips into the Baltic ſea to ſecure the kingdom of Sweden, in 
caſe of a rupture with Muſcovy ; and over and above theſe ſuccours his 
majeſty made a remittance to the king and queen of Sweden of two 
millions of livres. | 


ARTICLE LXVI. Charitable remittances made by his majeſty's 
order to ſeveral pariſhes for the relief of the public calamities. 


In 1739, his majeſty ordered ſeveral charitable donations to a num- 
ber of parithes that had been entirely ruined by hurricanes. | 


In the three laſt months of 1740, he ordered a diſtribution of wheat, 
barley, pulſe, rice, and other ſmall 2 together with a ſum of mo- 
ney to be made to a number of pariſhes, towards the relief of the poor 
who were greatly diſtreſſed by the exceſſive price of bread at that time.

It will be proper to obſerve in this place, that in the pais d'election, 
and the conquered countries, the generalities are the diſtricts, whither 
ſuper- intendants are ſent to inſpect the management of the king's reve- 
nue; and that the city where theſe officers reſide gives its name to the 
ſeveral provinces which form the diſtrict or department of the intendant, 
which department is called generality ; and that in the pais d'etat the 
generality does not take its name ſrom the town or city where the ſuper-

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intendant has his reſidence, but from that of the province of which it is 


It is commonly in the capital city of the moſt diſtinguiſhed pro- 
vince that the ſuper-intendant fixes the place of his reſidence, unleſs 
ſuch city is ſituated at the extremity ot the province, and then the court 
fixes his reſidence in the centrical town of the province, for the more 
convenient diſpatch of public buſineſs, as for example, in the province 
of Champagne, the court has fixed the reſidence of the ſuper-intendant 
at Chalons, which is in the center of the province, the city of Troyes, 
which is the capital, being ſituated at its weſtern extremity, bordering 
on the Paris department, and ſo it is with fome others.
